Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  environmental 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  'the  year  1972* 

The  general  health  and  well-being  of  the  population  continues  to 
improve.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  s hows  a  decrease  of  ten  compared 
with  the  number  for  the  previous  year;  also  the  deaths  from  coronary  heart 
disease  are  lower,  specially  in  women;  nevertheless  the  anti-smoking  campaign 
continues  to  discourage  the  young  from  becoming  victims  of  these  fatal 
illnesses  when  they  reach  their  prime  of  life. 


The  year  1972  has  been  a  year  for  progress;  especially  for  housing 
development,  A  layout  is  being  prepared  for  some  3*  acres  of  land  previously 
acquired  by  the  Council  on  the  south  side  of  Devonshire  Road,  Millom,  It  is 
proposed  that  the  development  should  include  supported  independency  flatlets, 
flatlets  for  general  letting  and  general  needs  houses.  At  Eskdale  the  Council 
have  purchased  five  terraced  cottages  and  an  adjoining  barn.  It  is  intended 
that  the  cottages  will  be  brought  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  and  the  barn 
could  be  converted  into  two  dwellings.  There  are  thirty  five  homes  under 
construction,  which  include  sire  teen  bungalows  and  nineteen  houses.  The  Council 
is  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  land  at  Ravenglass  for  housing  purposes, 

1972  was  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  r/%  improvement  grant  was 
operative,  and  although  the  number  of  applications  for  standard  grants  was 
similar  to  the  previous  year,  the  applications  dealt  with  for  discretionary 
grants  increased  fourf  old  and  there  are  many  more  still  to  be  considered. 


This  improved  housing  situation  is  welcome  as  the  health  of  the 
residents  is  very  much  related  to  their  living  conditions. 
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I  would  congratulate  the  Council  in  their  progress  with  the  Sewerage 
Scheme  for  the  district.  Constructional  work  on  the  Ho 1 nr o ok  Scheme  was 
com  >enced  in  March  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  was  some  7 %  complete* 
Schemes  for  the  treatment  of  all  sewage  from  Mill on  and  Haverigg,  Seascale 
and  Drigg  have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  a 
decision,  ht  Rave ng lass  a  scheme  is  being  prepared  which  will  improve  the 
existing  sewerage  system  and  provide  sewage  disposal  works  for  both  the 
existing  properties  and  for  proposed  developments  within  the  Village* 


The  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  at  County  and  District  levels 
started  during  the  year,  and  as  the  year  progressed  so  did  the  staff 
involvement,  making  it  difficult  for  many  members  of  the  staff  to  deal  with 
normal  routine  matters*

December  1971  figure  of  212  unemployed  had  by  December  1972  dropped  to 
146#  The  years  figures  of  wholly  unemployed  showed  no  marked  fluctuations, 
possibly  reflecting  the  mild  weather  and'  the  oconomicf  climate . 

Expansions  in  a  number  of  local  industries  were  evident  during  the 
year  and  the  only  significant  redundancy  was  when  Sealand  Hovercraft 
announced  their  financial  difficulty,  though  a  full  redundancy  did  not 
take  effect. 

Overall,  1972  was  a  good  year  in  the  employment  field  and  shows 
signs  of  continued  low  unemployment.

Hensingham,  Whitehaven  or  Workington  Infirmary. 

FAMILY  PAUJHIHG  CLINIC: 

The  year  1972  saw  the  continued  activity  of  the  Family  Planning  Clinic 
sponsored  by  the  Family  Planning  Association,  It  is  obvious  that  the  expert 
advice  given  is  much  appreciated  locally  and  Clinic  attendances  continue  to 
increase.  This  Clinic  is  under  the  charge  of  an  experienced  Doctor  and 
llurse  assisted  by  a  number  of  voluntary  workers.  The  sessions  are  held  on 
the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each  month  from  2.00  p.n.  to  4-00  p.m.  During  1972 
50  new  cases  were  dealt  with. 


OTHLR  SERVICES: 

Additional  Health  Services  available  to  Millom  Rural  residents  include 
Domestic  Help,  Chiropody  Service,  Care  and  After  Care  (Euiprxnt  Issues), 
Convalescent  Home  Treatment,  'Training  Centres,  various  Mur  sing  Services,  etc. 
These  are  all  services  sponsored  by  the  County  Council  and  arc  under  the 
day-to-day  management  of  the  Southern  Area  Health  Committee  whose  Headquarters 
arc  at  Flatt  Walks,  Whitehaven.

Pweoort  on  Plumbo-Solvency 


Previous  chemical  analysis  of  water  from  the  various  supplies  throughout 
the  district,  suggest  that  the  risk  of  plumbo- solvency  is  negligible.  However, 
The  Ministry  of  Environment  have  approved  a  Byelaw  prohibiting  the  use  of  pipes 
of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water  services  intended  for  the  conveyance  of 
water  for  human  consumption*

Motion  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 


Mil  supplies  are  chlorinated*  When  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  ^Chlorine  demand*1  the  gathering  grounds  of  that  particular 
source  vxe  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite  frequently 
contamination  is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly  sheep. 
These  carcases  are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere.  The  area  where  the  carcase 
had  lain  is  then  treated  with  lime.  Samples  of  water  going  into  supply  are 
regularly  sent  from  all  supplies  for  bacteriological  examination  and  mains  are 
periodically  flushed. 


When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  iTrom  a  bacteriological  examination 
of  a  chlorinated  water,  an  immediate  examination  and  tests  are  made  to  ascertain 
the  cause.  Further  samples  are  then  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  report*

4.  As  no  food  is  imported  and  there  are  no  warehouses  at  the  dock, 
further  rat-proofing  is  not  considered  necessary.
